PERFORMER  TAKES 
TOWN  TO  COURT

The  Cape  Cod  town  of  West  Harwich 
shut  down  Karl  Houston’s  show,  “All  That 
Glitters  Is  Not  Girls”  and  the  club  where 
it  was  playing.  Now  Houston  is  taking  the 
town  to  federal  court  while  the  club  is 
asking  for  a  new  license. 

The  female  impersonation  show,  sched¬ 
uled  to  run  from  June  14  to  Sept.  2,  was 
closed  abruptly  on  Aug.  9  at  4:30  p.m.  by 
local  police  who  charged  that  the  West 
Harwich  Cinema  Lounge  was  not  operating 
under  the  terms  of  its  liquor  and  entertain¬ 
ment  licenses.  Authority  for  the  closing 
came  from  the  town’s  three-person  Board 
of  Selectmen. 

The  Board  revoked  the  liquor  license 
because  the  license  had  the  wrong  name  on 
it.  The  club  had  been  known  as  the  Sitz- 
mark  II,  But  the  license  has  since  been 
corrected,  leaving  only  the  entertainment 
permit  in  question. 


The  entertainment  license  permitted 
rock  music,  dancing,  and  vocalists.  Board 
Chairman  Donn.  B.  Griffin,  according  to 
the  Cape  Cod  Standard  Times,  said  that 
these  categories  did  not  cover  Houston’s 
show. 

The  Cinema  Lounge’s  attorney,  Ed¬ 
ward  Veara,  quoted  Griffin  as  also  saying, 
“We  don’t  want  any  fags  in  Harwich.”  The 
club’s  clientele  is  predominantly  straight. 

Now  Houston  and  his  attorney  Richard 
Rubino  are  preparing  to  take  the  Town  of 
Harwich  to  federal  court.  They  will 
charge  the  Harwich  Board  with  denying 
Houston  and  his  performers  their  constitu¬ 
tional  rights  and  due  process.  “They’ve 
messed  with  the  wrong  old  lady,”  Houston 
said.  Meanwhile,  Cinema  Lounge  assistant 
manager  Edward  Fusco  applied  on  Aug.  15 
to  the  board  for  the  second  time  to  have 
his  entertainment  license  renewed.  The 


board  has  denied  his  first  application.  Now 
Fusco  is  asking  for  a  license  permitting 
dance  bands,  rock,  and  dancing  for  the 
purpose  of  entertainment.  The  board  has 
not  yet  made  a  comment  on  the  applica¬ 
tion. 

Houston  told  GCN  that  the  Harwich 
police  chief  had  received  neither  written 
nor  oral  complaints  about  his  act.  In  fact, 
Houston  went  on,  Chief  John  Ramao  “has 
been  very  nice  to  us”  because  the  show 
helped  clean  up  the  club,  previously  known 
for  incidents  of  violence.  The  chief  and 
other  members  of  the  force  had  attended 
the  show  along  with  many  other  area  resi¬ 
dents.  Local  reviews  were  very  favorable, 
the  show  was  packed  every  night.  Houston 
said  people  in  the  community  were  very 
angry  when  they  found  the  show  had  been 
closed.  “I  must  have  personally  answered 
around  1000  calls  after  the  closing,”  said

Assault 

Revealed

BOSTON  -  While  cruising  the  Block 
last  April  1 1 ,  Brian  Harrison  was  near  fa¬ 
tally  wounded.  Harrison  was  motivated  to 
discuss  this  information  due  to  the  recent 
upsurge  in  violence  on  the  gay  commun¬ 
ity.  GCN  was  contacted  in  hopes  of  warn¬ 
ing  other  gay  people. 

Harrison  was  picked  up  on  the  Block 
shortly  after  1  a.m.  by  a  23  year  old, 
white  male  with  shoulder  length  hair, 
neatly  dressed,  light  complexion,  150  lbs., 
5’9”  to  5’ 10”  and  driving  a  1968  white 
Cadillac.  The  two  drove  to  a  back  street 
and  had  sex.  Harrison  was  then  driven 
back  to  the  Block. 

A  short  while  later  the  man  returned, 
this  time  accompanied  by  a  young  woman. 
The  driver  jumped  out  of  the  car,  grab¬ 
bed  Harrison  and  began  pushing  him  to¬ 
wards  the  car,  calling  him  names  and  hit¬ 
ting  him.  Harrison  was  forced  into  the  car

Mobilization  Against  Violence 


Recently  GCN  warned  the  gay  commu¬ 
nity  of  a  gang  of  four  youths  responsible 
for  several  beatings  this  summer.  The  four 
have  been  driving  a  1959  vintage,  white 
two  door  Nash  Metropolitan  sedan.  They 
have  assaulted  gays  on  the  Esplanade,  on 
Beacon  Hill  and  in  Dorchester.  In  addition, 
they  have  been  implicated  in  attacks  going 
back  over  a  year— including  several  un¬ 
solved  murders. 

Members  of  this  gang  have  also  been 
spotted  around  the  Greyhound  and  The 
Block,  as  well  as  around  the  bars.  Recent¬ 
ly  they  were  seen  in  a  red  hard  top  car  of 
unknown  make.  Randy  Gibson  has  twice 
thrown  them  out  of  the  Charles  Street 
Meetinghouse,  but  they  have  appeared 
there  repeatedly,  presumably  to  case  fu¬ 
ture  victims. 

The  four  are  extremely  handsome— but 
vicious.  They  frequently  use  tire  irons 
against  their  prey.  Once  they  even  attack¬ 
ed  their  victims  at  an  Esplanade  concert, 
and  no  one  stopped  them.  Their  reputed 
leader  was  identified  by  the  surviving  vic¬ 
tim  of  last  summer’s  “Arboretum  murder” 
and  arrested,  then  released  because  the 
police  claimed  a  lack  of  evidence.  (In  mid- 
July  two  men  were  picked  up  at  The  Other 
Side  by  six  other  men  and  taken  to  the 


Arnold  Arboretum,  where  they  were  club¬ 
bed  and  stabbed  and  dropped  into  a  sew¬ 
er.)  Two  gay  murders  last  winter-the  stab¬ 
bing  of  a  Charlestown  man  and  the  torch¬ 
ing  of  a  South  Boston  youth-bear  strong 
circumstantial  evidence  to  members  of 
the  gang. 

Also  last  winter,  they  picked  up  an 
older  gay  man  who  was  cruising, and  crip¬ 
pled  him  by  running  their  car  over  his  legs. 
He  was  prepared  to  turn  state’s  evidence 
against  the  gang,  until  one  of  its  members 
visited  him  at  his  hospital  bed  and  threat¬ 
ened  to  expose  him  in  court  or  kill  him. 
Fearing  for  his  professional  job  and  repu¬ 
tation,  and  for  his  life,  he  decided  to  re¬ 
main  silent. 

The  reluctance  of  gay  victims  to  give 
evidence  against  their  assailants  is  under¬ 
standable.  The  threat  of  police  harassment 
for  being  gay  and  of  retaliation  is  usually 
enough  to  shut  up  victims— and  to  allow 
such  criminals  to  operate  with  impunity. 
Thus  the  stereotype  of  the  “pansy  homo¬ 
sexual”  is  reinforced  and  becomes  a  self- 
fulfilling  prophecy. 

Local  activists  have  been  angered  by 
repeated  instances  of  police  indifference 
and  hostility  hampering  official  investiga¬ 
tions.  Randy  Gibson,  a  spokesperson  for 


the  ad  hoc  group,  declared  that  “people 
in  the  community  are  concerned  about 
the  continuing  violence  and  want  it  stop¬ 
ped.”  The  group  is  planning  to  meet  with 
the  police  to  discuss  the  problem. 

A  related  project  of  the  group  is  to 
document  as  many  incidents  of  anti-gay 
violence  as  it  can.  Victims  and  witnesses 
are  urgently  requested  to  contact  Randy 
at  the  Meetinghouse,  523-0368.  You  do 
not  have  to  give  your  name.  Get  descrip¬ 
tions  of  assailants  and  their  cars.  Get  the 
license. 

In  addition  to  the  above  mentioned 
cars,  be  on  the  lookout  for  a  white  Ramb¬ 
ler  Ambassador,  being  used  by  members 
of  another,  possibly  related,  gang.  Both 
gangs  are  comprised  of  youths  in  their  late 
teens  and  early  twenties.  The  ad  hoc  group 
needs  as  much  information  as  possible,  to 
learn  who  our  enemies  are  and  to  discover 
their  patterns  of  operation. 

Above  all  else,  exercise  extreme  cau¬ 
tion.  Don’t  assume  that  the  violence  can’t 
happen  to  you!  Too  many  people  already 
have  made  that  mistake. 

An  incident  two  weeks  ago  in  the  Fen¬ 
way  may  have  symbolized  a  turning  point 
in  the  gay  community’s  relationship  to  its 
predators:  A  group  of  six  men  were  at¬ 


tacked  near  the  Victory  Gardens.  Instead 
of  fleeing  (as  is  usually  the  case),  the  six 
grabbed  available  garden  tools  and  beat  off 
their  assailants,  forcing  them  to  flee.  Per¬ 
haps  it  is  a  story  we  will  be  hearing  more 
of  in  the  future.

Talking  Politics

The  “Gay  Guide”  to  the  Sept.  10  pri¬ 
mary  [last  week’s  GCN]  should  allay  any 
doubts  that  gay  voters  may  have.  In  the 
race  for  Governor,  there  is  obviously  not 
one  reason  why  anyone  should  vote  for 
Governor  Sargent  in  the  Republican  Pri¬ 
mary  on  the  basis  of  his  stand  regarding 
gay  rights,  since  he  has  taken  no  stand.  I’ll 
concede  that  his  positions  on  other  issues 
are  civilized  enough  to  warrant  a  vote  for 
him  over  Quinn  (anyone  over  Quinn!!), 
but  the  only  proper  course  of  action  that 
concerned  gay  voters  can  follow  is  to  sup¬ 
port  Mike  Dukakis  in  the  primary. 

The  Attorney  General’s  is  more  inter¬ 
esting.  Since  you  cannot  choose  from  both 
parties  in  a  primary  election,  the  selection 
of  Democratic  candidates  is  limited.  You¬ 
’ll  note  that  the  ADA  here  actually  en¬ 
dorsed  Republican  candidate  William  Co¬ 
win.  The  leading  Democratic  contender, 
though,  is  Frank  Bellotti,  and  we  need  him 
like  we  need  Quinn.  The  best  choice  would 
be  to  pick  Harrington  first,  In  this  con¬ 
test,  the  Republican  candidate  may  be  a 
better  selection,  and  you  can  wait  until 
November  5  to  vote  for  him. 

For  Lieutenant  Governor,  the  contest 
is  between  Boston  City  Councillor  Chris 
Ianella  and  Cambridge  State  Rep.  Tom 
O’Neill.  Although  the  endorsements  and 
positions  of  each  candidate  appear  to  bal¬ 
ance  off,  Ianella  did  not  get  the  Mass.  Cau¬ 
cus  endorsement  because  it  was  felt  that 
a  younger  person  would  make  a  stronger 
candidate.  (O’Neill  is  29.)  It’s  regrettable 
that  the  only  woman  candidate,  Eva  Hes¬ 
ter,  has  not  replied  to  any  questionnaires. 
Miss  Hester  (she  insists  on  the  Miss)  is  a 
staff  member  of  the  House  Ways  and 
Means  Committee. 

For  Secretary  of  State,  it’s  Guzzi,  pure 
and  simple 

An  East  Boston  newspaper  reporter 
asked  new  Boston  Police  Department  Su¬ 
perintendent  Joseph  Jordan  about  gay 
people  and  the  police  last  week.  Jordan’s 
reply:  “Lifestyles  have  changed,  and  you 
can’t  just  look  at  someone  anymore  and 
call  him  a  criminal.  We’ve  come  to  be  more 
aware  of  the  students.”  (I  wonder  if  he’ll 
come  to  the  State  House  next  year  to  testi¬ 
fy  in  favor  of  repealing  the  “unnatural 
acts”  laws.) 


judges.  Wrong  thing  about  him,  though,  is 
that  the  Governor’s  Council  is  the  most 
useless,  frivolous  anachronism  in  state  gov¬ 
ernment,  and  is  due  to  be  eliminated  with¬ 
in  a  couple  of  years. 

Brill’s  Take-a-Chance  Dept.:  There  are 
two  Senate  races  in  Massachusetts  in  which 
both  of  the  major  candidates  have  sup¬ 
ported  gay  rights  legislation.  In  the  New- 
ton-Brookline  Senate  race,  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  Senator  Jack  Backman  would 
be  a  better  selection.  He  would  be  more 
than  just  a  “yes”  vote— he  would  be  a 
fighter,  on  a  number  of  issues,  and  he  prob¬ 
ably  will  sponsor  some  of  our  legislation 
next  year. 

In  the  South  End/Roxbury  (this  in¬ 
cludes  parts  of  Dorchester,  Jamaica  Plain, 
and  Mattapan)  contest,  Rep.  Royal  Boll¬ 
ing  and  Rep.  Bill  Owens  are  battling  it  out. 
Bolling  is  the  senior  member  of  the  Black 
Caucus,  and  he,  too,  will  probably  be  co¬ 
sponsoring  some  of  our  bills  next  year.  He 
deserves  a  promotion. 

There  has  been  some  criticism  of  .this 
column— quite  justifiably,  I  might  add- 
that  there  has  been  no  attention  given  to 
gay  political  activities  in  other  New  Eng¬ 
land  states.  Well,  frankly,  I  didn’t  know 
there  were  any.  Readers  outside  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  are  urged  to  write  in,  to  inform 
everyone  in  the  Cranberry  State  of  your 
own  political  activities. 

A  final  reminder  to  all  armchair  critics 
and  Red  Barons:  If  you’re  not  registered 
to  vote,  or  if  you’re  not  out  working  hard 
for  the  candidates  that  you  support/sup¬ 
port  you,  then  I’d  have  to  say  that  you 
deserve  what  you  get  after  the  elections  on 
Sept.  10. 

And  if  you  still  don’t  see  any  difference 
in  “what  you  may  get”  with  certain  can¬ 
didates,  let  me  quote  from  a  conversation 
I  had  last  week  with  a  member  of  Atty. 
General  Quinn’s  staff: 

“How  can  you  possibly  argue  that  the 
law  can  tell  two  consenting  adults  what  to 
do  in  bed?” 

“Consenting  adults,  huh?  Well,  you 
know  it  takes  a  couple  of  consenting  adults 
to  trade  for  heroin  or  plan  a  murder.  Just 
because  the  two  people  doing  it  don’t  see 
any  harm  done  doesn't  mean  that  there 
isn’t  any!”

and  driven  to  the  Greyhound  bus  terminal 
where  the  woman  was  let  out.  The  man 
then  turned  on  Harrison  and  demanded  he 
give  him  his  money  and  threatened  his  life. 

The  assailant  then  drove  to  his  home  in 
holding  Harrison  by  the  collar. 
At  the  house  the  two  were  admitted  by 
another  woman.  The  woman  was  told  to 
watch  Harrison  while  the  assailant  left  the 
room.  He  returned  several  minutes  later 
with  a  .22  caliber  gun. 

Harrison  was  repeatedly  asked  for  his 
money  and  kept  replying  he  had  none. 

The  man  grew  imatient  and  beat  Harrison 
across  the  head  with  the  gun  and  forced 
him  out  of  the  house  and  back  to  the  car. 

As  they  reached  the  passenger  side,  an¬ 
other  car  approached  and  Harrison  stalled 
for  time,  hoping  to  get  away,  but  the  car 
passed  by.  Harrison  broke  and  ran  towards 
a  neighboring  house,  screaming.  .  He  man¬ 
aged  to  get  to  the  side  door  and  banged 
and  yelled  for  help.  Harrison’s  assailant 
chased  after  him.  The  woman  in  the 
house  refused  to  open  the  door  but  later 


called  the  police.  Harrison  was  then  shot 
in  the  chest  and  the  bullet  lodged  precari¬ 
ously  near  the  heart. 

Harrison  withheld  information  during 
the  initial  police  investigation  out  of  fear 
of  further  assaults  and  his  family  finding 
out  he  was  gay.  However,  two  weeks  after 
he  was  released  from  a  month’s  treatment 
in  the  hospital,  he  contacted  the  police  to 
give  all  the  details  of  the  incident. 


PRISON  ACCEPTS  GCN

This  week,  the  Gay  Community  News 
received  notice  from  the  Medical  Center 
for  Federal  Prisoners  in  Springfield,  Mo., 
that  the  publication  had  been  found  “ac¬ 
ceptable  for  inmate  residents”  at  the  insti¬ 
tution.  It  is  the  first  prison  to  officially 
respond  to  the  question  of  gay  papers  be¬ 
ing  sent  to  prisoners. 

In  this  case,  the  problems  encountered 
in  the  approval  for  the  specific  subscrip¬ 
tion,  seemed  to  be  more  those  of  inquir¬ 
ing  through  proper  channels  and  comply¬ 
ing  with  red  tape  standards.  Once  the  prop¬ 
er  procedures  were  followed,  the  paper 
received  approval  in  a  relatively  short  pe¬ 
riod  of  time. 

Originally,  an  inmate  at  the  prison 
wrote  for  a  subscription  and  GCN  sent  it 


self  but  had  recommended  that  his  parish¬ 
ioners  speak  to  the  Selectmen.  The  Select¬ 
men  listened  to  the  church  members,  said 
Houston,  “but  they  didn’t  hear  the  others 
who  liked  the  act.” 

Houston  is  bitter  not  only  about  losing 
his  own  job  but  also  abou  the  other  ten 
people  and  the  25  or  so  club  employees 
who  are  also  out  of  work.  The  mid-sum¬ 
mer  closing  means  that  it  would  be  very 


out  as  with  any  subscription.  However, 
when  the  papers  started  being  returned, 
Marion  Tholander,  Circulation  Manager, 
wrote  to  the  prison  asking  why  this  was 
happening.  The  director  at  that  time,  P.J. 
Ciccone,  responded  that  the  inmate  had  to 
submit  a  request  for  prior  approval  of  the 
newspaper  or  magazine  they  wanted  and 
that  this  had  not  been  done.  He,  also,  add¬ 
ed  a  request  for  a  copy  of  GCN  for  review, 
in  order  to  evaluate  its  contents  in  rela¬ 
tion  to  the  prisoner  receiving  it 

Ms.  Tholander  complied  with  the  re¬ 
quest  and  sent  several  issues  of  GCN  to 
the  prison  officials.  Ten  days  later  she  re¬ 
ceived  a  letter  stating  that  the  paper  had 
been  found  acceptable  and  that  any  in¬ 
mate  could,  with  the  proper  authorization 
forms,  subscribe  to  GCN. 


difficult  for  his  performers  to  get  other 
jobs.  He  is  also  bitter  because  in  the  fif¬ 
teen  years  he’s  been  performing,  Houston 
has  always  been  careful  to  invite  local  au¬ 
thorities  to  the  show  and  to  observe  the 
regulations  they  set  up.  This  is  the  first 
problem  he’s  had.  “I’ll  go.  along  with  the 
local  authorities,”  Houston  explained,  “but 
these  people  gave  me  no  hearing.”  The  Se¬ 
lectmen  did  not  attend  the  show. 


Gays  Unite  to  Fight  ABC

Gay  organizations  from  around  the 
country  have  joined  in  the  growing  protest 
of  ABC  television  network  over  a  proposed 
segment  of  the  “Marcus  Welby,  M.D.” 
program.  Since  being  contacted  by  Gay 
Media  Action  in  Boston,  efforts  in  several 
cities  have  been  coordinated  to  have  the 
strongest  possible  effect  in  the  protest. 

The  action  is  in  response  to  a  proposed 
Welby  program,  “The  Outrage,”  in  which 
a  14  year  old  boy  is  sexually  assaulted  by 
his  male  science  teacher.  The  script  has 
been  deemed  detrimental  to  the  gay  civil 
rights  movement  by  Gay  Media  Action,  Na¬ 
tional  Gay  Task  Force  and  other  gay  or¬ 
ganizations. 

Mark  Segal  of  the  Gay  Raiders,  Phila¬ 
delphia,  said  that  people  in  his  area  have 
been  engaged  in  letter  writing,  phone  call¬ 
ing  and  other  action.  His  group  is  currently 
planning  a  zap  against  the  local  ABC  affil¬ 
iate,  should  negotiations  with  the  station 
break  down.  Geri  Delno  of  Philadelphia’s 
Gay  Media  Project  has  also  been  working 
on  the  local  ABC  affiliate  to  block  the  pro¬ 
gram  and  is  reportedly  in  touch  with  other

Pennsylvania  organizations. 

In  New  York,  the  Gay  Activists  Alli¬ 
ance  is  working  with  contacts  inside  ABC 
New  York  to  create  an  effective,  dramatic 
protest.  Morty  Manfred  of  GAA  has  talk¬ 
ed  with  executives  at  ABC,  but  was  not 
able  to  convince  the  network  to  cancel  the 


Peter  Piser  of  the  Maine  Gay  Task  Force 
has  meetings  scheduled  with  the  general 
managers  of  the  two  ABC  affdiates  in  his 
state.  Blocking  the  program  on  the  station 
in  Bangor,  Me.,  is  particularly  important, 
as  the  station  is  used  on  a  cable  TV  hook¬ 
up  to  over  500,000  homes  in  Canada. 

Other  reports  of  action  have  reached 
Gay  Media  Action  from  Los  Angeles,  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.C.,  and  western  Massachusetts. 

Locally,  Loretta  Lotman  of  Gay  Media 
Action  attended  a  presss  luncheon  given 


by  WCVB,  the  local  ABC  affiliate.  Upon 
entering  the  room  and  identifying  herself 
as  “TV  writer  for  the  Gay  Community 
News,  Ms.  Lotman  was  immediately  intro¬ 
duced  to  both  the  president  and  general 
manager  of  WCVB.  In  a  lengthy  discussion, 
General  Manager  Robert  Bennett  assured 
Ms.  Lotman  that  he  had  been  in  contact 
with  the  network  about  the  Welby  prob¬ 
lem  and  would  bring  it  up  in  person  the  fol¬ 
lowing  week  during  a  business  trip  to  New 
York.  However,  he  did  not  promise  that 
the  program  would  be  blacked-out  in  Bos¬ 
ton. 

ABC  has  agreed  to  screen  the  program 
for  the  National  Association  of  Broadcast¬ 
ers  and  network  executives  when  it  is 
completed.  However,  when  approached  by 
various  gay  organizations  to  be  incouded 
in  the  preview,  ABC  refused  to  allow  mem¬ 
bers  to  watch.  The  network  has  also  re¬ 
fused  to  allow  any  further  meetings  be¬ 
tween  gay  representatives  and  ABC  execu¬ 
tives. 

According  to  Gay  Media  Action,  the 
next  step  in  the  protest  is  to  contact  ad¬ 
vertisers  of  the  Welby  program  and  in¬ 
form  them  that  a  national  gay  boycott  of 
their  products  will  be  staged  if  they  adver¬ 
tise  on  “The  Outrage.”  There  is  also  the 
possibility  of  setting  up  a  national  gay 
media  advisory  board  to  review  scripts  and 
serve  as  consultants  on  network  programs 
in  the  future. 


FURCOLO 

CANDIDATE 

Mark  Furcolo,  35,  of  Cambridge,  has 
announced  his  candidacy  for  the  office  of 
State  Treasurer.  He  will  oppose  incumbent 
Robert  Q.  Crane  in  the  Democratic  pri¬ 
mary  on  Sept.  10. 

Although  the  office  of  State  Treasurer 
is  not  one  generally  considered  to  be  of 
high  importance  to  the  gay  community, 
a  candidate  for  the  office  in  California  re¬ 
cently  announced  that  he  would  use  the 
power  of  his  office  to  help  gay  people. 
GCN  discussed  the  issue  with  Furcolo. 

“If  elected  Treasurer,  I  would  seek 
statements,  signed  from  the  presidents  of 
any  bank  that  holds  state  funds,  swearing 
that  their  banks  do  not  discriminate  in 
employment  policies  or  in  lending  practi¬ 
ces  on  the  basis  of  sexual  preference,”  Fur- 
color  replied.  He  noted  that  in  this  way, 
the  State  Treasurer  could  force  some  of 
the  largest  employers  in  the  state  to  com¬ 
ply  with  proposed  legislation  barring  dis¬ 
crimination  against  homosexuals. 

Crane  has  been  under  fire  recently  from 
Mass.  Action  and  other  citizen-groups  for 
accepting  campaign  contributions  from 
directors  of  banks  which  have  state  funds 
on  deposit,  and  for  having  private  business 
ventures  with  certain  bankers.  He  is  en¬ 
dorsed  by  AFL-CIO,  and  has  refused  to 
be  interviewed  by  GCN.

Interested  persons  need  not  be  “trained” 
singers,  as  rehearsals  will  be  intensive,  but 
regular  attendance  at  rehearsals  and  per¬ 
formances  is  mandatory.

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Gay  Christians  from  all  over  the  world 
met  in  San  Francisco,  Aug.  6-1 1  for  the 
5th  annual  General  Conference  of  the  Uni¬ 
versal  Fellowship  of  Metropolitan  Com¬ 
munity  Churches. 

Ministers,  lay  delegates  and  observers 
from  84  churches,  missions  and  study 
groups  (including  the  new  Worcester 
group)  representing  seven  countries:  U.S., 
Canada,  Belgium,  Denmark,  England.  Aus¬ 
tralia  and  Nigeria,  came  together  for  inten¬ 
sive  worships,  commission  meetings  and  a 
two  day  business  session.  Observers  from 
other  major  denominations  and  the  press 
also  attended. 

Among  the  many  items  of  business 
were:  A  state  bf  the  church  paper  by  the 
elders  stating  that  MCC  is  growing  fast  and 
is  short  on  funds.  This  5th  conference 
voted  in  a  $51,400  budget  for  the  fellow¬ 
ship  for  1974-1975.  This  new  budget  in¬ 
cludes  support  of  a'National  Prison  Min¬ 
istry.  MCC  has  published  a  handbook  for 
ministry  to  gays  in  prison  and  offers  cor¬ 
respondence  courses  to  gays  in  prison.  A 
national  MCC  Prison  Chaplain,  Rev.  Bud 
Bunce,  will  be  touring  the  country,  visit¬ 
ing  prisoners. 

The  budget  also  supports  the  Board  of 
Evangelism  and  World  Missions;  MCC  is 
being  careful  to  avoid  sending  American 
missionaries  abroad— the  policy  is  to  help 
churches  in  other  countries  develop  an 
indigenous  ministry. 


The  Women’s  Commission  is  strong  in 
MCC.  Two  more  women  were  ordained 
and  many  new  women  were  licensed  as 
ministers.  Carol  Cureton  of  St.  Louis,  Mo., 
was  elected  District  Coordinator  of  the 
Mid-Central  United  States.  The  conference 
voted  to  develop  standard,  non-sexist  lit¬ 
urgies  and  a  non-sexist  hymnal  for  the 
entire  fellowship  by  next  year. 

Rev.  Jo°e  Mohia  made  a  dramatic  plea 
for  understanding  and  cooperation  with 
non-English  speaking  gays,  to  which  the 
Fellowship  intends  to  respond. 

MCC  is  governed  by  the  General  Con¬ 
ference,  which  elects  seven  Elders  to  gov¬ 
ern  in  between  annual  meetings.  Each 
Elder  has  a  three  year  term.  Rev.  Elder 
Freda  Smith,  Sacramento,  and  Rev.  Elder 
John  Hose,  Tampa,  were  both  re-elected. 
Rev.  Elder  Ploen  of  Los  Angeles  resigned, 
so  there  was  a  new  opening.  Among  the 
nominees  for  this  position  was  Boston’s 
Rev.  Nancy  Wilson  who  chose  to  decline. 
The  Rev.  Roy  Birchard,  New  York,  was 
elected  by  the  Conference  and  is  the  first 
Elder  from  the  Northeast. 

There  were  some  major  differences 
from  last  year’s  conference  in  Atlanta,  Ga. 
No  longer  is  the  UFMCC  dominated  by 
the  West  Coast,  where  it  originated.  The 
East  Coast  churches  are  strong  and  the 
Mid-West,  where  it  was  thought  there 
could  never  be  an  MCC,  is  growing  fast.  In 


addition,  MCC  is  going  international  and 
third  world. 

There  is  a  tremendous  diversity  in  back¬ 
grounds  and  theological  viewpoints  among 
the  ministers  and  delegates.  In  response  to 
that  there  was  much  preaching  about 
unity.  The  question  for  MCC  in  the  next 
few  years  is,  can  it  pull  off  its  ecumenical 
experiment  and  will  it  become  strong 
enough  to  respond  to  the  gays  from 
scores  of  countries  who  have  written  ask¬ 
ing  for  help. 

Another  change  is  that  MCC  is  begin¬ 
ning  to  see  itself  as  not  only  a  part  of  the 
gay  liberation  movement  but  as  a  signifi¬ 
cant  new  chapter  in  the  history  of  the 
Christian  Church.  This  sense  of  history 
dominated  the  Conference  and  contribut¬ 
ed  to  the  sense  of  excitement,  particularly 
at  the  final  service  celebrated  at  California 
Hall  in  San  Francisco  with  2,000  people  in 
attendance. 

There  was  only  one  threatening  incidenl 
during  the  Conference.  Friday  night.  Rev. 
Troy  Perry  informed  the  Conference  of  a 
bomb  scare.  The  bomb  was  to  go  off  at  8 
p.m.;  it  was  three  minutes  to  8:00.  While 
the  police  stood  across  the  street  waiting, 
the  700  people  remained  in  their  seats  and 
went  on  with  their  service. 

Next  year  the  UFMCC  General  Confer¬ 
ence  will  be  held  in  Dallas,  Texas.

You  can’t  please  all  of  the  people  all  of 
the  time,  so  the  old  saying  goes,  no  matter 
how  you  try  to  or  want  to  do  it.  Our  pol¬ 
icy  at  GCN  is  to  try  to  cover  all  of  the  gay 
community  and  we  sometimes  slip.  Often, 
having  no  writers  from  the  particular  facet 
of  the  community,  we  overlook  the  issue 
or  philosophy— this  is  not  to  excuse  the 
action,  simply  to  explain  it  as  an  act  of 
omission  rather  than  refusal.  There  are 
various  political  and  philosophical  beliefs 
held  by  the  members  of  the  staff  of  GCN, 
and  we  try  to  express  them  all,  but  we  do 
appreciate  the  letters  that  readers  write  to 
us  to  raise  our  consciousness,  to  show  us 
parts  of  the  community  which  we  hereto¬ 
fore  have  unintentionally  not  covered. 

However,  because  of  the  desire  to  serve 
all  of  the  community  in  its  vast  spectrum 
of  beliefs  and  political  incentives,  and, 
also,  due  to  the  wide  variance  of  opinion 
on  the  staff,  GCN  will  not  monetarily  or 
verbally,  as  the  paper  itself,  support  any 
political  movement  outside  of  the  gay  lib-

eration  struggle.  (This,  of  course,  does  not 
exclude  personal  support  by  individuals  on 
the  staff  as  they  may  desire.)  We  feel  the 
responsibility  to  cover,  in  the  paper  and  its 
various  part?,  all  the  areas  of  our  commu¬ 
nity  and  anyone  related  to  it,  but  we  do 
not  say  which  is  good  or  bad  for  the  com¬ 
munity,  only  that  it  exists.  Equally,  we 
cannot  support  a  movement  outside  of  gay 
liberation,  because  we  do  not  presume  to 
speak  for  the  whole  community— we  speak 
about  the  whole  community.  This  is,  of 
course,  also  due  to  the  present  space  limi¬ 
tations,  but  more  to  the  point,  that  we 
do  not  want  to  appear  biased  towards  any 
section  of  the  population,  be  it  gay  or 
straight.  Any  activities  by  political  groups 
or  movements  other  than  the  gay  commu¬ 
nity,  which  are  important  to  the  gay  lib¬ 
eration  movement  in  some  way— be  it  an 
action  of  support,  or  an  action  against— we 
will,  of  course,  try  to  cover,  as  we  continue 
to  try  to  accomplish  our  main  goal— to 
keep  the  gay  community  well  informed.

As  a  longtime  gay  liberationist  who  has 
been  working  for  the  summer  as  a  coun¬ 
cilor  in  a  day  camp,  I  am  personally  insult¬ 
ed  by  the  program.  It  panders  to  popular 
superstition  in  exploiting  the  worst  stereo¬ 
type  of  homosexuals  as  child  molesters. 

(In  fact,  criminologists  tell  us  that  the  vast 
majority  of  child  molesters  are  hetero¬ 
sexual.)  I  feel  most  strongly  about  this 
matter  because  I  was  once  denied  a  job  on 
account  of  my  homosexuality,  and  told  I 
was  “not  suitable  to  work  with  young 
people.”  Several  close  friends  are  public 
school  teachers  who  could  lose  their  jobs 
through  the  hysteria  and  bigotry  which 
this  episode  perpetuates.

As  Robert  Warshow,  the  famous  film 
critic,  has  written:  “The  two  most  success¬ 
ful  creations  of  American  movies  are  the 
gangster  and  the  Westerner:  men  with 
guns.” 

Today  these  “creations”  are  established 
on  screens  across  this  land  as  the  predom¬ 
inant  and  sought-after  symbols  of  mascu¬ 
linity;  there  is  little  or  no  challenge  from 
other  male  stars  in  the  cinema. 

It’s  an  old  saw  in  film  circles  these  days 
to  note  that  women  are  increasingly  absent 
from  the  screen— unless,  apparently,  an 
actress  is  prepared  to  fellate  Harry  Reams. 
The  enormous  spectrum  of  female  charac- 
acters  that  once  existed  in  the  totality  of 
the  filnf  s  population  has  dwindled  to  a 
point  where  today’s  woman  is  introduced 
for  only  one  purpose:  to  have  her  ravished 
by  the  male  whom  the  film  celebrates.  It’s 
my  contention  that  a  similar  process  has 
been  occurring  to  the  screen’s  males  in  the 
last  few  years,  and  that  all  males  who  do 
not  fit  the  model  of  two-fisted,  gun-sling- 
ing  gangster,  who  have  talents  for  things 
other  than  destruction,  are  finding  fewer 
and  fewer  roles  being  written  for  them. 
We’re  being  offered  a  filmic  steady  diet  of 
nothing  but  insensitive  automotons. 

We  all  know  that  the  great  lovers  of  the 
screen’s  past-Fairbanks  &  Pickford,  Gable 
&  Lombard,  Bogart  &  Bacall-have  today 
been  replaced  with  the  Great  Same-Sex 
Buddies:  Newman  &  Redford,  P.  Fonda  & 
D.  Hopper,  Brando  &  Brando,  Eastwood 
&  Bridges,  Voight  &  Hoffman,  etc.  Formal 
heterosexual  courtship  has  been  dislodged 
as  the  item  that’ll  sell  tickets.  The  current 
offering  is  a  covert  erotic-though  tacitly 
ignored— involvement  between  Macho  Men 
of  adolescent  aspirations,  relationships 
characterized  by  a  repressed  homosexual; 
ity  of  the  “Come  back  to  the  raft,  Huck 
honey”  school. 

Not-only  are  there  scant  few  film  parts 
available  to  women  who  don’t  fall  into  the 
micrometer  Ali  McGraw-Georgina  Spelvin 
spectrum,  there  are  fewer  and  fewer  parts 
for  men  who  don’t  match  up  with  the 
Clint  Eastwood-Richard  Roundtree  brand 
of  one-dimensional  masculinity.  If  you’re 
What  this  current  trend  has  done  is  all 
but  eliminate  what  had  been  familiar  and 
classic  types  of  males  from  the  viewer’s 
pantheon.  For  example,  gone  are: 

-the  tender  sensitivity  and  effeteness  of  a  Fred 
Astaire 

—the  beautifully  sexy  reticence  and  uncertainty 
of  Monty  Clift 

—the  fiesty  underdog  vulnerability  of  Mickey 
Rooney  and  Peter  Lorre 
-the  bitch  on  wheels  like  Oscar  Levant 
-the  heartfelt,  dapper  romantics  like  Paul  Hen- 
reid,  Leslie  Howard,  Ronald  Coleman,  and  in 
a  way,  Dick  Powell 

—the  worldly  manners  and  gentlemanly  cynicism 
of  Charles  Boyer  and  George  Sanders

Today’s  Movies:  no<M”  Man  out; 


not  a  Butchie  Macho  Violence-lover,  “don’t 
call  us  .  .  .” 

In  its  heyday  Hollywood  had,  as  Parker 
Tyler  was  the  first  to  suggest,  a  panoply  of 
stars,  each  representing  a  different  . accent 
and  interpretation  of  sex  and  gender.  A 
Groucho  Marx  was  just  as  popular  as 
Gable;  Marie  Dressier  could  find  parts  as 
easily  as  could  Harlow.  A  studio’s  stable  of 
stars  tried  to  be  well-rounded  in  represent¬ 
ing  all  types  of  men  and  women.  Films 
were  not  obsessed  with  promoting  and 
celebrating  one  type  over  any  other,  as  are 
today’s  products. 

Multiplicity  in  the  interpretation  and 
presentation  of  sexuality  and  gender  be¬ 
havior  was  characteristic  of  film  roles  dur¬ 
ing  the  Hollywood  contract  player  econom¬ 
ic  structure  through  the  late  1 940s.  Due  to 


economic  changes,  legal  decisions,  and  a 
switch  in  popular  tastes,  this  system  had 
been  irreparably  fragmented  by  the  late 
1960s.  Consequently,  there  emerged  nu¬ 
merous  “independent”  film  producers,  all 
making  similar  films,  all  competing  for  the 
same  market.  Hence  we  were  subjected  to 
a  predominance  of  one  type  of  film  prod¬ 
uct  which  promoted,  to  excess,  one  interp¬ 
retation  of  male  behavior:  its  dark,  ugly, 
anti-social,  illegal,  uncivilized  violent  side. 
In  this  week’s  Variety ,  for  example,  I  see 
that  eleven  of  the  top  25  grossing  films  in 
the  USA  are  of  the  buddy-buddy  cririiinal 
and/or  blood-and-gore  violent  machismo 
type. 

I  think  it’s  interesting  to  note  that  the 


Clark  Gable  shedding  tradition  and  his  shirt 


“debut”  of  leading  “female  impersonat¬ 
ors”  (J.  Curtis,  H.  Woodlawn,  C.  Darling) 
into  the  mainstream  of  American  cinema 
was  simultaneous  with  the  unchallenged 
ascendence  of  the  buddy-buddy  team, 
who,  in  this  exegesis,  emerge  as  the  em¬ 
bodiment  of  America’s  wish  for  “male 
impersonation.”  Men  caricature  both 
sexes:  Women  In  Revolt  meet  Midnight 
Cowboy  and  Easy  Rider.  It’s  all  distorted 
play  acting. 

-the  Has-No-Worries  Father-Figure  and  All 
Around  Understanding  Guy  like  Bing  Crosby 
and  Walter  Pidgeon 

-the  tormented  Little  Guy  who  is  a  Victim  but 
who’d  really  like  to  stay  within  the  law  if  he 
had  the  chance  like  John  Garfield 
-  Big  Sissies  like  Tom  Ewell,  Jack  Benny,  Ed¬ 
ward  Everett  Horton,  and  Jerry  Lewis 
-the  exotic  sexy,  slightly  effeminate  Lady’s  man 
of  foreign  origin  like  Valentino,  Jean-Pierro 
Aumont,  Adolph  Menjou,  Omar  Sharif 
-the  casually  affected  ineffectualness  of  Van 
Johnson  or  Ronnie  Reagan 
I  think  if  Tony  Perkins  were  starting  his 
film  career  today,  he’d  have  to  wait  a  long, 
long  time  until  an  acceptable  role  came 
along.  Today’s  men  are  all  thick-chested, 
technically  minded,  competent,  and  they 
have  an  aloof,  icy  manner— in  crime,  in 
pleasure,  in  “love”— which  could  even

make  an  old-fashioned  zombie  like  Brod¬ 
erick  Crawford  look  romantic.  1  think  the 
Kennedy  mythos  and  the  James  Bond  fad 
had  a  lot  to  do  with  this.  (Ian  Fleming  was 
JFK’s  favorite  pop  writer.) 

Perhaps  it  is  because  the  film  medium 
is  predisposed  to  recording  Action  that  the 
Macho,  Violent  Man  has  so  completely 
taken  over  the  screen.  “Violence,”  after 
all,  is  the  most  accessible  of  all  action;  even 
little  kids  can  understand  it.  It’s  the  lowest 
of  the  low  common  denominator  in  the

film’s  lexicon.  Filmmakers  are  now  almost 
monomaniacal  in  their  pursuit  of  a  single 
type  of  masculine  star— and  faggy  types 
are  not  on  their  lists.  (Interestingly,  none 
of  the  new  famous  male  stars  in  these  vio¬ 
lent  TV  shows  and  films  is  even  rumored 
to  be  homosexual.  You  don’t  find  the  fa¬ 
miliar  gay  screen  stars— Rock  Hudson, 
Tony  Curtis,  George  Chikiris,  Tony  Per¬ 
kins,  Sal  Mineo,  etc.— as  a  part  of  these 
buddy-buddy  teams.  Newman,  Redford,' 
Hoffman,  Voight  are  strictly  straightola; 
their  “private”  lives  have  to  be  up-front  in 
these  days  of  public  scrutiny.)  All  the  re¬ 
cent  film  fads,  from  the  black  shoot-em- 
ups  of  1973  and  early  1974  to  the  Bruce 
Lee  Kung-Fu  epics  follow  this  trend  in 
form. 

Sport  stars  like  Cleveland  Browns  back 
Jim  Brown  a  film  star? 

It’s  a  natural.  When  movies  start  push¬ 
ing  Macho  Violent  Masculinity  to  the  vir¬ 
tual  exclusion  of  all  other  kinds  of  mas¬ 
culine  behaviour,  why  not  raid  those  pro¬ 
fessions  which  have  already  established  that 
kind  of  gender  perversion  as  “normal.” 
Hence,  machismo  spreads  its  filthy  influ¬ 
ence  into  other  domains. 

No  longer  will  the  screen  accept  the 
extraordinary  talents  of  a  multi-faceted 
genius  like  Orson  Welles  or  Paul  Muni  or 
a  Charles  Laughton.  Male  stars  of  today 
have  to  look  grim,  swing  fists,  and  radiate 
the  detached  sexuality  characteristic  of 
their  pathological  aggression.  “Sure  you 
can  act  kid,  but  how  can  you  handle  a 
sawed-off  shotgun?” 

Today’s  males  in  the  movies  have  a 
relaxed  and  casual  relation  with  legal 
order:  they  never  feel  guilt.  They  have  A 
Job  To  Do.  They  never  repent:  Sam  Peck¬ 
inpah  is  the  most  perfect  representative  of 
this  unhealthy  sensibility.  If  you  really

BOSTON’S  GAY  YOUTH 


The  syndrome  that  eliminated  “charac¬ 
ter  roles”  for  women  (Thelma  Ritter,  Shir¬ 
ley  Booth,  Eve  Arden,  Arlene  Francis,  e.g.) 
and  which  then  promoted  single-charac¬ 
teristic  sexuality  for  women  in  the  1950s 
(Monroe,  Bardot,  Mansfield,  Van  Doren 
etc.)  began  its  similar  operation  on  men  in 
the  ’60s.  What  we’re  left  with  is  an  over¬ 
whelming  predominance  of  masculine  illu¬ 
sions  which  promote  a  simplistic  and 
simple-minded  view  of  how  men  shown  live 
in  society.

Why  a  gay  youth  group?  There  are  many 
answers  to  that  question.  One  of  them  is: 
Why  not? 

The  gay  community  is  well  aware  of  the 
younger  brothers  and  sisters,  but  often 
times  fails  to  realize  that  they  have  their 
own  particular  problems.  That  is  the  major 
reason  why  Boston  Gay  Youth  was  formed. 

BGY  has  two  main  purposes.  One  is 
social.  To  a  youth  who  is  just  coming  out, 
the  mere  thought  that  there  are  other  gay  ' 
people  his/her  own  age  is  a  tremendous 
boost  to  his/her  own  morale.  It’s  a  com¬ 
fort  to  know  that  you  are  not  the  only  one 
in  your  own  age  bracket  who  is  gay.  The 
other  and  most  important  purpose  is  coun¬ 
selling.  The  best  source  of  support  for  a 
young  gay  person  is  a  contemporary. 

The  gay  youth  faces  a  communications 
barrier  with  older  gay  people.  It  is  difficult 
relating  to  common  experiences  of  coming 
out  as  a  yqung.person  to  oneself  and  one’s 
friends  and  relatives.  For  example,  a  youth 
just  coming  out  is  confused  about  his/her 
identity.  He/she  turns  to  an  older  person 
for  help.  This  person  might  say:  “Well, 
when  /  was  coming  out  .  .  .”  That’s  all  well 
and  good,  to  relate  past  experiences.  We 
are  all  basically  the  same  in  that  we  have 
all  come  out.  But  that  was  then,  and  now 
is  now.  It  is  obvious  that  a  26-year-old  who 
is  coming  out  at  26  has  a  different  per= 
spective  on  the  process  than  a  16-year-old 
at  16.  But  it  should  be  apparent  that  that 
same  difference  exists  between  a  26-year- 
old  having  come  out  ten  years  earlier  and 
our  contemporary  16-year-old  coming  out 
now. 

Being  gay  and  in  high  school  presents 
many  problems,  the  worst  of  which  is  hav¬ 
ing  to  hide  sexual  identity.  To  come  out  in 
school,  one  risks  the  possibility  of  harass¬ 
ment  and  rejection  by  peers  and  teachers. 
Though  the  problem  of  coming  out  to 
friends  and  associates  can  be  traumatic  at 
any  age,  it  can  be  especially  harsh  for  peo¬ 
ple  of  high  school  age,  because  of  the 
strong  peer  identification  and  personal  ties 
established  at  that  time  in  someone’s  life. 
It’s  a  miserable  feeling  to  have  to  build  a 
front  and  deny  your  own  preference,  to 
portray  a  different  person.  Many  become 
ashamed  of  their  homosexuality,  and  think 
it  a  sickness.  Then  there  are  those  who  are 
proud,  and  want  it  to  be  recognized  as  their 
lifestyle. 


Parents  play  an  important  role  in  the 
gay  youth’s  life.  If  one’s  parents  don’t 
know,  how  do  you  tell  them?  Do  you  tell 
them?  Today’s  generation  of  parents  is 

mixed.  Some  are  very  “liberal,”  and  can 
accept  their  child’s  gayness.  On  the  other 
hand,  there  are  those  who  reject,  scorn,  dis¬ 
own,  and  in  some  cases  physically  eject  a 
gay  child  from  the  family  circle,  from  the 
home.  Boston  Gay  Youth  also  serves  to 
educate  parents,  not  always  directly,  but 
most  often  indirectly.  By  meeting  gay 
youths,  their  gay  child’s  young  friends,  they 
can  see  that  the  old  fearful  stereotypes  are 
largely  fictitious;  that  gay  people,  young 
and  old,  come  in  as  many  varieties  as 
straight  people. 

Adolescence  is  a  difficult  enough  per¬ 
iod  in  anyone’s  life.  It  is  a  time  for  self¬ 
definition  and  self-acceptance.  But  accept¬ 
ing  oneself  as  gay  during  adolescence  is  an 
added  burden.

THE  GAY  GUY’S  GUIDE 
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Elections:  Gay  Movement 
vs.  Status  Quo

With  all  the  hoopla  and  falderall  of 
election  time  we  still  have  a  lot  of  balder¬ 
dash  to  cut  through.  We  hear  a  lot  these 
days  of  the  great  American  two-party  sys¬ 
tem,  how  Watergate  somehow  proves  that 
it  works  (?)  and  how  we  can  all  make  it 
work  for  us,  this  time,  if  we  really  try. 
“The  government  is  no  more  than  the  peo¬ 
ple  in  it,  and  if  we  elected  good  people  it 
would  do  good,  if  we  elect  bad  people  we 
can  vote  them  out  of  office.”  That’s  what 
I  learned  in  high  school  civics  class. 

Political  parties,  according  to  this 
view,  fall  into  line.  They  can  be  good,  if 
we  work  at  it,  or  bad  if  we  don’t.  It’s  all 
our  fault.  On  September  12  there’s  even 
going  to  be  a  primary,  to  make  the  party 
idea  even  better. 

Needless  to  say,  I  disagree  with  this 
view.  I  believe  that  the  government,  any 
government,  owned  and  operated  by  a  few 
powerful  people,  its  purpose  is  not  to 
solve  problems  in  everybody’s  interest  but 
rather  to  do  whatever  is  necessary  to  keep 
the  powerful  people  powerful  and  the  rest 
of  us  out. 

In  Chile,  this  means  a  military  dictator¬ 
ship  to  keep  people  in  line.  In  the  United 
States,  this  is  more  subtle:  clever  politics, 
a  few  concessions  here  and  there,  backed 
up  by  Watergate-style  dirty  tricks  and  ulti¬ 
mately  the  power  of  police  and  armies. 

Political  parties  are  meant  to  co-opt 
people.  Though  few  people  are  conscious 
of  it,  when  they  join  a  political  party  they 
agree  to  join  this  system.  “Working  with 
the  System”  or  “Respecting  the  Two- 
Party  System”  are  just  slogans  that  mean 
playing  by  the  rules.  But  the  rules  are 
stacked  against  us,  and  in  favor  of  the  pow¬ 


erful  who  made  them. 

Did  you  ever  wonder  why  all  those 
idealistic  McGovern  delegates  had  to  vote 
down  the  Gay  Rights  plank  in  1972  after 
they  had  taken  over  the  Democratic  Party 
and  had  nominated  their  Good  Manl  How 
about  why  liberal  candidates  have  to  come 
out  against  everything  they  ever  stood  for 
in  order  to  win?  —They  say  they  have  to 
play  by  the  rules.  It’s  like  double-speak. 

To  win,  you  have  to  lose.  It  doesn’t  make 
any  sense. 

But  still,  we’ll  all  trundle  off  to  the  polls 
to  elect  the  next  loser,  and  they’ll  admin¬ 
ister  the  government  that  will  repress  us. 

As  Charlie  Chaplin  once  said,  “You  can  do 
whatever  you  like  in  this  country,  as  long 
as  you  don’t  mind  going  to  jail.” 

We  can  even  choose  the  person  who  will 
beat  us  over  the  head.  Everyone  asks 
would  you  rather  have  a  nice  liberal  beat¬ 
ing  you  over  the  head  or  a  nasty  conserva¬ 
tive  beating  you  over  the  head.  “What’s 
the  issue?” 

Let  us  not  despair.  If  we  had  a  strong, 
vocal  movement  that  could  throw  up  pick¬ 
et  lines  in  front  of  Jordan  Marsh  or  hold 
press  conferences  with  all  sorts  of  well- 
known  people,  then  the  issue  would  not  be 
liberal  vs.  conservative  but  rather  how 
much  time  it  would  take  to  sign  civil 
rights  legislation.  We  wouldn't  be  praising 
some  liberal  because  he  (emphasis  on  the

that,  as  it  is  “America  first  weekly  Gay 
newspaper,”  it  is  not  subject  to  minimal 
journalistic  standards. 

1  find  GCN  a  difficult  paper  to  read  in 
that  in  almost  half  the  articles  it  is  impos¬ 
sible  to  tell  whether  I  am  reading  a  news 
story,  a  news  analysis,  an  editorial,  or  a 
feature.  The  only  way  I  can  be  sure  is  that, 
when  reading  a  well  written  article  that 
uses  the  personal  pronouns  such  as  “I” 
or  “we,”  it  is  probably  a  feature;  a  good 
article  without  such  pronouns  is  a  news 
story.  For  the  other  half  of  the  newsprint, 
it’s  impossible  to  tell. 

For  example,  in  the  August  1 7th  issue 
[Vol.  2,  No.  8] ,  in  the  front  page  article 
on  the  Commission  on  Women,  one  would 
hope  to  find  news.  Instead  it  is  a  petty, 
personal  statement  that  is  unacceptable 
by  the  minimal  standards  of  either  hews 
or  features. 

On  the  second  page  of  that  issue,  there 
is  a  news  analysis  (I  think.  I'm  never  really 
sure)  about  Elaine  Noble’s  campaign.  Each 
story  on  Elaine  has  read  like  a  hyped-up 
press  release:  something  which  must  be  * 
embarrassing  both  to  Ms.  Noble’s  cam¬ 
paign  and  to  the  newspaper. 

Finally,  again  in  that  [same]  issue,  I 
find  John  Mitzel’s  book  review  used  as  a 
platform  for  his  anti-religion  venom.  I  hap¬ 
pen  to  share  much  of  Mr.  Mitzel’s  hostil¬ 
ity  towards  Christianity.  However,  here 
we  have  a  standard  features  format— the. 
review  used  as  an  article  of  pure  opinion. 
This  form  of  writing  is  acceptable  only  in 
a  “Forum”  format— an  editorial  or  an  op¬ 
ed  article. 

These  are  only  the  most  recent  examp¬ 
les.  There  are  others. 

This  sort  of  sloppiness  diminishes  the

stature  of  a  paper  which  brings  such  good 
articles  by  Laura  McMurray,  Loretta  Lot- 
man,  David  Brill,  and  A.  Nolder  Gay— to 
name  just  a  few.

BOOK  REVIEW 

THE  FRONT  RUNNER 


by  Vincent  Hoskinson 

The  Front  Runner  by  Patricia  Nell  Warren; 

William  Morrow  &  Company.  $7.95. 

Patricia  Nell  Warren  dedicates  her  new 
novel  “to  all  the  athletes  who  have  fought 
for  human  rights  in  sports,  and  to  the 
young  gay  runner  who  gave  me  the  idea 
for  this  book.”  The  Front  Runner  is  a 
most  readable,  fetching  story  of  gay  love 
and  pride  told  in  a  civil  rights  context: 
athletes’  rights  as  well  as  gay  rights. 

Three  runners  have  been  thrown  off  a 
major  university  track  team  when  their 
coach  learns  of  their  defiantly  open  gay¬ 
ness.  One  of  them,  Billy  Sive,  son  of  a 
prominent  attorney  working  on  a  case  for 
gay  rights  to  come  before  the  Supreme 
Court,  finds  out  about  Coach  Harlan  Brown 
through  his  father. 

Brown,  an  uptight  gay  who  himself  had 
lost  a  prominent  coaching  position  because 
of  his  homosexuality,  now  coaches  at  a 
small  college  that  encourages  individuals 
to  develop  their  own  skills  and  natural 
bents. 

All  three  runners  are  preparing  for  the 
’76  Olympics.  Yet,  on  the  basis  of  their 
need  for  a  tolerant  and  nurturing  environ¬ 
ment,  they  come  to  Harlan  Brown’s  undis¬ 
tinguished  team  to  be  coached. 

Billy  Sive  and  Coach  Brown  become 
lovers.  However,  their  love  grows  in  a  world 
which  is  openly  hostile  to  them.  They  be¬ 
come  gay  celebrities  as  a  result  of  a  series 
of  events  and  decisions  that  prompt  them, 
even  the  reluctant  Brown,  to  come  out  not 
only  as  gay  athletes,  but  also  as  gay  lovers. 

However,  as  Billy  increasingly  becomes 
a  gold  medalist  possibility,  their  challenge 

to  the  macho  image  of  American  athletics 
also  increases  and  subsequently  triggers  a 
backlash  of  abuse. 

Their  story,  told  in  Harlan  Brown’s 
words,  is,  on  one  level,  a  very  entertaining

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tale  which  engages  the  reader  in  the  day- 
to-day  training  of  a  track  runner,  with  his 
struggles  with  his  own  too  human  body  and 
with  the  omnipresent  bureaucracy  of  the 
amateur  sports  world. 

On  another  level,  the  fiction  delves  into 
social  criticism,  where  human  rights  are 
fought  for  by  people  who  choose  to  be¬ 
come  martyrs  but  would  rather  choose  — 
given  a  humane  society— to  be  left  alone 
to  become  themselves. 

On  still  another  level,  the  narrative 
reaches  toward  an  allegory  of  the  classic 
epic  struggle  between  the  hero  and  the 
vengeful  social  structure  which  he  comes 
to  humanize  and  save. 

Though  the  plot  and  dialogue  and  lib¬ 
eration  theme  are  occasionally  expressed 
awkwardly,  Ms.  Warren  writes  a  book  that 
simultaneously  tells  a  convincing  and 
touching  love  story,  introduces  the  reader 
into  the  fascinating  details  of  competitive 
track,  and  brings  into  focus  issues  of  gay 


liberation  and  athletes’  rights. 

To  accomplish  all  this  in  one  novel  is 
quite  an  achievement  and  left  this  reader 
thoroughly  moved,  sometimes  laughing 
with  its  fine  humor,  sometimes  crying  with 
its  characters’  loves,  losses,triumphsand 
defeats. 

Although  the  author  (or  at  least  the 
narrator,  Brown)  tends  to  identify  libera¬ 
tion  with  that  of  athletic  men,  and  tends 
to  take  a  somewhat  negative  and  conven¬ 
tional  view  of  women  and  of  effeminacy  in 
men  (we  might  label  this  the  ancient  Athe¬ 
nian  fallacy),  this  is  still  a  book  well  worth 
buying  and  reading. 
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Not  even  you  could  have  a  body  like  hers!

Dear  Editor, 

The  Advocate,  a  gay  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  Los  Angeles,  has  been  under  heavy 
criticism  in  recent  weeks  because  it  has 
been  publishing  a  two-line  classified  ad  for 
the  National  Socialist  League,  apparently 
some  sort  of  Neo-Nazi  group  based  in  L.A. 
Ironically,  some  of  the  criticism  even 
comes  from  Gay  Community  News  staff 
members  and  friends— people  who  con¬ 
demned  the  Boston  Globe  for  initially  re¬ 
fusing  to  publish  classified  advertisements 
for  both  GCN  and  The  Advocate  earlier  this 
summer. 

Simply  stated,  one  newspaper  is  criti¬ 
cized  for  refusing  to  publish  ads  for  a  con¬ 
troversial  (in  the  eyes  of  many  straight 
people)  organization.  Another  newspaper 
is  criticized  for  publishing  ads  for  another 
[kind  of]  controversial  organization.  Such 
criticisms  are  contradictory.  And  it  indi¬ 
cates  a  failure  to  understand  fully  the  free¬ 
doms  of  expression  and  the  press.  A  pub¬ 
lisher’s  personal  prejudices  against  National 
Socialism  (which  is  often  dangerously  na¬ 
tionalistic  and  far  from  socialistic)  should 
not  deter  the  publisher  from  printing  an 
ad  lor  the  NSL  just  as  a  publisher’s  per¬ 
sonal  prejudices  against  homosexuality 
should  not  deter  |  the ]  printing  of  an  ad 
for  GCN. 

The  Advocate  ad,  printed  under  the 
overline“Nazi  Anyone?”  simply  lists  a 
mailing  address  for  obtaining  information 
about  the  NSL,  and  that’s  all.  If  the  Advo¬ 
cate  had  refused  to  print  that  ad,  the  NSL 
would  have  been  justified  in  presenting  the 
same  argument  that  GCN  used  when  the 
Globe  at  first  refused  its  ad.  That  is,  the  ad 
contained  nothing  objectionable  (unless 
the  term  “Nazi”  itself  is  objectionable), 
and  a  newspaper  has  no  right  to  reject  such 
patently  legitimate  advertising. 

I  praise  the  Advocate  for  its  decision  to 
publish  this  controversial  ad.  And  1  hope 
that  GCN  if  it  ever  finds  itself  in  a  similar 
situation  has  the  courage  to  place  its  re- . 
gard  for  the  constitutionally  guaranteed 
freedom  of  expression  above  any  political 
or  social  prejudice.

Dear  GCN, 

It  was  with  great  interest  that  I  read  the 
article  entitled  “P’town  Listens”  in  this 
week’s  issue. 

Having  been  raised  in  the  Provip^etown 
area,  I  am  well  aware  of  the  public  sex 
problem  located  near  the  base  of  the  Bas 
Relief  Monument.  The  townspeople  have 
been  upset  with  this  situation  for  quite 
some  time  now. 

The  chief  defense  by  the  gay  commun¬ 
ity  concerning  this  problem  seems  to  be 
that  “many  gay  sivistors  are  staying  with 
straight  friends,  lovers,  or  parents,  and 
therefore  cannot  bring  sexual  partners  into 
their  rooms.”  To  me  this  appears  to  be  a 
rather  shallow  defense;  almost  amusing. 
Why  is  it  a  problem  solely  with  male  homo¬ 
sexuals?  I  have  yet  to  hear  of  similar  inci¬ 
dents  involving  lesbians.  Certainly  females 
have  meeting  problems,  yet  they  manage 
to  find  something  less  public!  Why  must 
gay  males  resort  to  public  grounds  for  sex? 

Provincetown  is  one  of  the  few  places 
where  gays  are  treated  as  equals;  where 
they  can  be  free  to  be  themselves. 

To  me,  having  sex  on  open  public  prop¬ 
erty,  where  neighbors  and  visitors  are  dis¬ 
turbed,  is  not  my  idea  of  showing  thanks. 
Rather  it  is  taking  a  vast  majority  of  ac¬ 
ceptance  and  trying  to  alienate  it. 

Nor  do  I  think  moving  the  cruising  area 
to  another  location  is  an  adequate  solution. 
The  gay  community  should  be  responsible 
enough  to  attempt  to  totally  eliminate  the 
problem  and  thereby  bring  the  community 
back  into  unity  once  again.  Perhaps  gay 
males  should  contact  a  few  lesbians  and  ask 
what  they  do  for  meeting  places. 

I  am  speaking  not  as  some  “up  in  arms” 
heterosexual,  but  as  a  concerned  lesbian 
who  doesn't  want  to  pick  up  a  newspaper 
and  read  about  gays  receiving  criminal 
records  for  such  a  needless  offense.
